SUN'S OFFICERS QUARREL, 


TROOPS LOOT VILLAGES, 


News to-day indicates that 
heavy fighting. in-which gunboats 
took part, has’ takén place on 
Chinese territory not far from 
Macao, and that nearly all the 
villages within a radius of about 
ten miles bave aufered whole- 
sale plundering by forces either 
under the command of Admiral 
Chan Chak. River Defence 
Commissioner. cr of Chu Cheuk- 
man, the magistrate , of 
Heungshan district. This devel- 
has: oceuftred «=. as 
result’ of a dispute 
between two-officials for the con- 
trol of the Rice Field Protection 
Bureau in Kum... Tsu 
at ‘the entrance to . the 
West River, These fields com- 
orise some thousands of acres, and 
the iHegat imposts and. lawful 
taxes are said to.smount te over 
4 Iskh of dollars a year. 

To understand -the situation, it 
should be explained, that Chu 
Cheuk-man was permitted to 
retain the post of margistrata. on 
his paying a big sam of money to 
Deo Su towards militaray ex- 
penses. He contends that the 
Rice Field Protection Bureau is 
within ‘his territory and there- 
fore shéuld be under his*cantroL 


‘On. the other hand, Admiral 


Chan Chak, whose ft rees are now 
stationed. at Chinshan, declines 
to surrender contra, on the ground 
that this Bares comes within 
the scope of River Defence Con- 
trol. - 

On'-the 22nd instant, Chu 
Cheuk-man despatched a force of 
200 soldiers ard four armed 
launches to take covitrol by force, 
but Admiral Chan was already 
prepared for the. attack and a 
battle took place on the following 
dsy near Kau How. Admiral 
Chan Chak had the assistance of 
a number of river gunboats from 
Kongmoon, with the result that 
he defeated his adversary and 
sunk one of the latter's launches. 
All the peasants’ sheds at Kum 
Tau Wan were barnt down. 

During the fighting and the 
subsequent movement of the 
troops of both sides, all the 
villages in the zone were looted. 
Ricksha coolies in Chirshan and 
on the roads in the locality of 
that place. have been com- 
mandeered to remove the stolen 
clothing and preserved fruits inte 
the market, where they -will be 
auctioned. : 

_At the moment, Chu Cheuk- 
man has made his defensive line 
at Ku Hok village, some four 
miles from Chinshan, and hes 
ordered a large force to come 
from Shaki. to strengthen his 
positian, whilst Admiral “Chan 
Chak has withdrawn several 
gunboats from Kongmoon to 
asseroble of Chinshan. 

‘Tt is believed that if Dr..Sun 
does not effect 8 speedy 
settlement, severe fighting‘ will 
take place at Chinshan, both on 
jand and on the water."

HOW WE OBSERVED THE 
CANTON CUSTOMS.

I wrote yesterday about a visit 
Horace-and I paid to Macao, and 
perhaps readers of the 7vleyrapA 
will be interested in the fact that 
wehave alsospenta very enjoyatle 
holiday in Canten. despite wa 
ships. sailors, marines, soldiers,ex- 
generals, and Customs surpluse 

After.a comfortable. trip on the 
British line night boat. we stepped 
ashore, ons taw and somewhat 
foam. marning, armed with our 
trusty cameras, and. with plenty 
of time before us, decided to “do” 
the sights thoroughly and in 
leisurely Manner. wo 
Canton presented 2 peculiat 
contrast ofthe old and the new, 
and the newest‘aspect seemed to 
te the khaki uniforms of the 
soldiers, whom ane met every- 
where. In one big Chinese hotel 
there dppeared to be dozens of 
Sun's officers, some of them very 
young to our Western way of 
thinking.. The soldiers were not 
very martisl-looking, except those 
who were acmed to the teeth, and 
their physique did notfinipress us. 
“. Having threaded aur way 
through the crowd of beggars 
near the bridge, we, crorvad over 
to the Shameen. The bridge might 
have been a miniature Rhine 
crossing, guarded by representa- 
tives of the Powers who were 
allies in the Great War. Off the 
bund lay about a score of war-' 
ships, and their crews were well 
represented ashore —- British, 
Americans and Filipinos, French. 
men, Italians, Italian Tripolitans- 
Japanese, and Portuguese. . 

_ One's first idea of the Shameen, 
with. its qniet;. coolness, shadf 
trees, and dignified buildings of 
ntirely European pattern. and 
its open spaces everywhere, i8 
that a bit of Old England has 
been transplanted to China. The

The beggars were a picturesque 
crawd, all obviously professionals 
of long standing. and possibly 
every one born and brought upto 
it, fora mite of four was doing 
the best bit of playv-acting I have 
everseen., Talk of Jackie Coogan 
being a clever child! This 
infynt knelt ~ in traditional 
fashion, with its hands to- 
gether in the attitude of prayer, 
and wept copiously and audibly. 
In front of it was an empty 
coconut shell for one’s contribu- 
tion. We saw it long afterwards 
in the same spot—still sipplicant 
and weeping. ‘and apparently 
quite fresh; and it was back at 
the business day afterday. Two 
women who moved about. plead- 
ing for “cumshaw,” oneowith a 
babe at hor bresst. were so 
plamp and well-conditioned that 
they must be doing well.

‘Further inland we xaw mostly 
grey-clad (and somewhat tattered} 
soldiers, a . good sprinkling of 
policemen, and a gen*rous exhibi- 
tion of swords, bayonets- and 
pistols. In the coastal part of the 
city the khaki-clad soldiers went 
about with pistol’ in hand aad 
finger on the trigger! They would 
not even have to draw” in case 
of trouble. : ” i 

One car. weep at the sight-of 
how, as all over China, ‘the 
historic relics of Canton are being 
allowed to go-to rack and ruin, 
just for the want of care and some 
“mall, occasional repairs. At one 
place we were shown a hillside 
“where the old city wall stood 
before it was palled down.” These 
were merely beaps ofstone. The fiat 
hadgoneforth thatthisancientcity 
defence was to be destroyed, and 
charges of dynamite did the rest. 

Here are but two of Canton's 
magnificent ruins that are falling 
away -(one doubts whether they 
will be standing fifty years 
hence}———the beantiful flower 
pagoda with its buddhas in niches, 
erected some one thousand six 
hundred years ago: and the first 
temple ever built in Canton, 
with its sleeping buddha, ancient’ 
bronze bell, and almos? priceless 
relics and antique “curios.”

THE CUSTOMS: 
DISPUTE. 


Although ne ‘fresh outward 
development has oveurred in the 
Canton Custumsdispute, we may 
take it for granted that there is 
considatable activity going on 
behind the scenes, both in Can- 
torn and in Peking. By this time, 
the Inspector General of Customs 
mhust be ,aware of the exact 
nature of the Canton Govern- 
ment's demand, and it will be of 
interest te note the new turn 
which events wil take in con- 
sequence of Canton’s decision to, 
treat the issue ¢s "a purely in- 
ternal question with which the 
Powers have no direct concern. 
We-heve heard i: stated that 
during the past week. certain 
aspects of the question have been 
explored which iead.té a hope 
that a settlement will eventually 
be reached as between the con- 


flicting parties. [tis to be hoped |: 


that such optimism is firmly 
grounded. because-all lovers of 
peace must regret the possibility 
of the issue Becoming a trial of 
strength between the rival parties. 
The question is one’ which, raises 
extremely important points, but 
that is no reason why it should 
be permitted to develop into a 
display of anger or hatred. Time 
is often a potent factor in dis- 
putes of this character, and we 
are-hoping that further delibera- 
tion by both sides will have the 
effect of calming dawn ruffled 
feelings and lead to the creation 
of a better atmosphere in which 
it may be found possible to dis- 
cover an avenue leading to a 
satisfactory’ adjustment of. view- 
point. moe : 
In the meantime, wecan afford 
to treat almost humorously the 
appeal, printed ‘n rather indiffer- 
ent English, which is being made 
to foreign soldiers and sailors by. 
a Canton organisation which is 
evidently engaged in consider- 


‘|able propaganda on this question.

Australian Cricket Record. 


The score by Victoria against 
‘Queensland, wired yesterday by 
Reuter, is a remarkable one apart 
from the contrast’ it offers with 
the opposing side. Queensland's 
total of 297 for two innings has to 
be set side by side with Victoria's 
638 for two wickets. The’ first 
wicket partnership. which result- 
ed in the magnificent total of 
456, ix described as an Australian 
record, and it went very near to 
establishing 4 world record. Ino 
firstclass cricket it has only been 
beaten once. in 1898, when Brown 
and Funnicliffe made a first 
wicket stand for | Yorkshire 
against Derbyshire. at Chester- 
field. which produced 354! This 
phenomensl figure might never 
be surpassed in 2 first-class 
match: the next best on record is 
391, corpiled ‘by A. ». 
Jones and. Shrewsbury for 
Notts against Gloucestershire 
at Bristol in 1899. In minor

* Without that pipt which one 
would straightway ‘describe. as

“Tald By An Idiot,” the naw book 
Lad Rosa Macaulay which Messrs. . 
Collins Sons and Co. have! 
brought out in their Colonial 
ecition. It is a satire, partly 


historical and a very clever one,! 


und can be summed up ad the! 
hest contemporary deseription of, 
English life written from the 
angle of a supposedly unbiasscd 
observer that: we haya seen. 

Miss. Macaulay divides her 

‘. book into four periods—Victorian, 
Fin-de-siecle, Edwardian, and 
Georgian, the last-named being 
subdivided into three parts, pre- 
‘War, war, and “peace.” The 
reader is introduced ta a remark- 
able middle-class family of the 
year 1879, the head of which is 
the Rev. Mr. Garden, whose kink, 
is a failure to decide definitely 
what his faith should. be.- We 
find that his spellS.of belief 
had embraced the offices of 
“an Anglican clergyman, a 
Uniturian “minister, sometimes a 

. Roman Catholic layman (he was, 
by nature, habitard heredity, a 
 priest.or minister of religion, bus 
the Roman Catholic chutch makes 
trouble about wives and children), 
sometimes a plain agnostic, who 
believed that there lived more 

. more faith in honost doubt than 

in half creeds (and as to this he 
should know, for on quite half the 
creeds he was by now an expert).” 

“remarkable man, and one 
decides it is going ta be a 
remarkable tale, and soit proves 
to be.

slowly, then with rising tempo as 
the drums beat a quickéned time. 
until her twistingy whirling body 
darts about so rapidly that the ex- 
pression of her face js Inst 
‘She drops the skull wpon the 
ground, spurns-it, and the dance 
isover. Unattended, she returns 
to the house, but the others all 
turn to the river. The chief haz 
picked up the skull and leads the 
way tothe platform of logs which 
forms a canoe landing by the 
river bank. Here we watch the 
baptismalhceremony. Several of 
the kiddies agconipanied by-their 
parents are in waiting, and the 
father of each takes the childand. 
totally immerses it; then, while 
the niother holds ‘the youngster,, 
he dips the decorated skull, raffie, 
dnd all, into the waterand, allows.
